moned from Charleston, W. Va., was 
et the bedside ot his father, together 
with the other son and daughter, Wm. 
White and Mrs. Alice White-Devol. 
f>r. White has been suffering intense- 
ly during his illness from gastritis. 
and it has been more keen from the 
fact <5iat during forty years previous 
to tliis, he had not been ill a single 
day. 


Dr. White's fame as an 
educator 


spread throughout the English speak- 
ing world years ago. 
His text books 


are in constant use throughout the 
couatry, his "White's Complete Arith- 
metic" being e«oecially well known 
ind popular. As proprietor and editor 
of the Ohio Education 
Monthly 
for 


many years, and as a lecturer 
at 


teachers institutes 
throughout 
the 


country, he exerted a wide influence 
in educational matters, and has been 


looked upon as u&e of the 
highest 


authorities in the country along these 
lines. 


0r. White was born at Mantau. Por- 


age county, Ohio, January 10, 1S29,. 
and traces his genealogy back into the 
early English times. hi» great grand 
father having been a member of the 
long parliament of England in the 
beginning of the last century.

White has been president of nearly 
all the ttate and national aaaoc-ia- 
tions ot educators. He was presi^

was elected superintendent o" instruc- 
tion for the public schools of Cincin- 
nati, which position he
